Whereas the town of Rockingham, Vt., has appropriated $25,000 
towards the expense of freeing the Tucker bridge, so called, and the 
expense of building a new iron highway bridge across the Connecti- 
cut river above the dam of the Bellows Falls Canal Co., between the © 
village of North Walpole and the village of Bellows Falls. Vt., 

Resolved, that the selectmen of the town of Walpole be hereby 
authorized, instructed and directed to unite with the selectmen of 
Rockingham, Vt., and contract with them for the purchase of the 
real estate, easement and franchise of the Tucker bridge, so called, 
and to contract with the town of Rockingham as to the proportion 
of expense to be borne by each town, etc., and that the moderator 
‘appoint two citizens to act with the selectmen in contracting for 
and building in connection with the town of Rockingham a new 
highway bridge across the Connecticut river between the village of 
North Walpole and Bellows Falls, Vt., and contract with said town 
of Rockingham as to the proportion of expenses to be borne by each 
town. And the selectmen and the treasurer of the town of Wal- 
pole are hereby authorized to borrow not exceeding forty-five thou- 
sand dollars on the credit of the town for the purchase of said Tuck- 
er bridge, and the building of said new highway bridge.

REPORT OF : 
WALPOLE CEMETERY COMMITTEE, 


For THE YEAR EnpiInG Marcon 1, 1905. 


To the Selectmen: 

The usual attention has been given to the care of the ceme- 
teries in the village, on Carpenter’s Hill and in Drewsville. As in 
previous years the principal expense has been for the care of the 
village cemetery, which it has been the aim of the committee to 
keep in a neat and attractive condition. It is also their desire to 
make some permanent improvements each year. The yard has 
been raked in the spring and fall and has been mowed once during 
the summer. Fallen branches have been removed as often as nec- 
essary and the driveways have been kept free of weeds. Consider- 
able labor has been expended in improving the driveway which was 
constructed several years since along the hillside in the new ceme- 
tery. Some portions of the bank along this driveway have been 
turfed and filling has been placed along the outside. 

Care has been taken to keep the lots supported by funds in good 
condition. ‘hey were all thoroughly enriched in the fall and were 
mowed frequently with a lawn mower during the summer. Five 
funds of one hundred dollars each have been received by the town 
and have been placed on deposit by the town treasurer in the Sav- 
ings Bank of Walpole. These funds have been received from the 
following persons or estates: From F. 8. Mead of Brookline, Mass., 
for the care of the Joseph B. Mead lot; from Dr. F. H. Hooper of 
New Bedford, Mass., for the care of the Levi Hooper lot; from the 
executrix of the estate of Mrs. Mary E. Watkins for the care of the 
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Henry J. Watkins’ lot; from Miss Mary K. Wier of Walpole for the 
care of the Frederic A. Wier lot, and from the executrix of the es- 
tate of Miss Mary A. Spaulding of Shirley, Mass., for the care of 
the Asahel B. Hodskins and Caldwell lots in the old cemetery. ‘The 
Joseph B. Mead and Levi Hooper lots have been graded and put in 
order in advance of income. ‘There are now twenty-one funds, the 
income of which is used in the care of lots. 

Two new lots have been assigned during the year on application 
by residents of the town. ‘There were 35 burials in the village cem- 
etery in the year 1904. Of these 22 were of persons residing in 
town and thirteen were brought from other towns for burial. Three 
persons who died in town were taken to other towns for burial. 

The balance of income from invested funds, after taking proper 
care of special lots, has been expended in the general care and im- 
provement of the cemetery. 

The usual appropriation of $200 is recommended for the com- 
ing year.

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REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON THE TOWN LIBRARY, 


For THE YEAR ENpING Marcu 1, 1905. 


To the Selectmen: 


The whole number of volumes now on the catalogue is 8,499, of 
which 356 have been added during the past year. Of these 171 
have been purchased from the annual appropriation, 12 have been 
purchased with the income of the Mrs. F. A. Carpenter fund, and 
173 have been presented by various donors, a list of whom is given 
with this report. Hearty thanks are due to the donors for their 
practical interest in the hbrary. 

The income of the Carpenter fund has been used in purchas- 
ing special books of value, which without this income the commit- 
tee would have been unable to purchase without economizing in 
other directions. ‘Thereby six volumes of recent publications have 
been purchased for the branch of the hbrary at North Walpole. 
Five volumes have been added by gift or purchase to the collection 
of rare books published in Walpole. 

The attendance and circulation show a large increase over pre- 
vious years. ‘lhe number of persons using the main hbrary and 
reading room in 1904 was 8,813. The number of volumes taken 
out in 1904 was 9,966, divided as follows: 


Main library, 8,602 
North Walpole branch, 1,214 
Drewsville branch, 150

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The North Walpole branch is shown by the large number of 
volumes taken out to be doing a good work. It will be desirable to 
purchase some new books for this branch during the coming year. 
Miss Anna C. Hartnett has served as librarian through the year. 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry EK. Putnam have continued to care for the 
branch in Drewsville. 

At the November town meeting, it was voted to accept the 
legacy of thirty-five hundred dollars, bequeathed by the late Josiah 
W. Stearns to the town for the benefit-of the library. By the con- 
ditions of the will no income will be received by the library during 
the lifetime of Mr. Stearns’s former housekeeper, Miss Emma 
Stauffer. Mr. Stearns was deeply interested in the welfare of the 
library and his memory will be gratefully cherished by coming gen- 
erations for his substantial gift. 

The reading room has been freely used and has been fully sup- 
plied with periodicals purchased with the fund subscribed for that 
purpose or presented by individuals. Mrs. Lucy Schultz has pre- 
sented Leslie’s Weekly, Henry G. Wheelock of New York the Cen- 
tury, Longman’s and The Strand, Hon. J. G. Bellows the Outlook, 
and Miss Annie M. Buffum the Literary Digest. By the death of 
Mrs. Lucy Schultz the library has lost a constant friend and bene- 
factor. : 

Water was introduced into the hbrary building last fall by the 
Walpole Water and Sewer company and has proved a great con- 
venience. Through the liberality of Mr. Hudson KE. Bridge the 
building was wired for electric lights last summer by the Fall 
Mountain Electric Light and Power company and was supphed 
with handsome fixtures. The change from kerosene oil to electric 
lights has been a marked improvement and has resulted in a great 
saving of labor with very little additional expense. 

The valuable collection of weapons and firearms made by the 
late Pay Director Edward Bellows during his service in the navy 
has been loaned to the library by Mrs. Bellows and placed in the 
reading room. It is of much interest to visitors. 
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The usual appropriation of $400 is recommended for the com- 


ing year.

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SCHOOL; REEORWT, 
REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Walpole: 


Gentlemen—lIt is my privilege to submit to you and through you 
to the people of Walpole my third annual report. It is my aim 
to give an impartial and fairly complete survey of the work for 
the year and to make such recommendations as have been suggested 
by a careful study of school conditions. 


SCHOOL MEETING. 


An examination of the warrant for the annual school-meeting 
will show that there are questions of far-reaching importance to 
the schools to be considered. 

It is hoped that there may be a larger attendance of those in- 
terested in our schools than has been customary. Last year on an 
article calling for a large appropriation only about forty votes were 
cast. 

At a meeting where every year so large a proportion of the 
money to be raised by taxation is appropriated, and where action 
is taken that so directly affects the highest interests of our children 
and our standing as a community, it would seem almost farcical 
for so small a percentage of our legal voters to be present. 


TEACHERS. 
The teacher is the leading factor in any school system. The 
salaries paid indicate in but small degree the measure of our obliga- 
tion. In no other occupation is the financial compensation so in- 
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adequate in proportion to the character and ability required and 
the value of the service rendered. 

That we have been able to secure and hold for successive terms 
of years of service so able and devoted a body of teachers speaks 
well. for the intelligence and loyalty of our community. For the 
best teachers are naturally attracted to those places where they 
have the largest degree of freedom, respect, and appreciation. 

By the election of Mr. W. E. Riley to a district superintendency 
in Massachusetts, we lost a principal whose energy and executive 
ability has for a period of six years contributed largely to the es- 
tablishment of the excellent system of schools at North Walpole. 

The district has been fortunate in securing as his successor Mr. 
T. J. Barry, a trained teacher of wide experience. Under his 
management the schools are progressing finely and continue to 
merit the cordial support they have so far received. 


GRADING AND COURSE OF STUDY. 


The course of study which has formed the basis of our grading 
should be revised before the opening of another school year and 
made more precise and complete in some subjects. 

Under the more definite system of grading now practiced there 
seems no necessity for more than eight grades. This is the number 
in the Walpole village schools at present. The change from nine 
to eight grades is in accordance with the state course of study pre- 
pared for New Hampshire schools. 

This reduction in the number of grades does not mean that the 
pupil has to do more or harder work to make up for the time gained. 
It means rather that a year’s time has been saved by a more careful 
classification and system of work. 


PRINCIPLES OF AGRICULTURE. 


In a town whose leading industry is farming, it would seem 
fitting that some attention should be given in our course of study to 
the principles of agriculture. The education of the country boy 
and girl has been “away from the farm and to the city” long 
enough. ‘The study of reading, history, geography, and even arith- 
metic has been calculated to produce ideals of success that find their 
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expression in city life. If one will examine any textbook in arith- 
metic he will find that the problems relate very largely to the shop, 
the factory, the store, or the counting-room. In our reading books 
the “successful” country boy is the one who gets an education that 
he may go away from the farm to the city. | 

The study of the intensely interesting facts relating to the 
industries, economics, and science of the farm would help to correct 
such false ideals and lead to an intelligent appreciation of farm 
life. 

KINDERGARTEN. 

The natural beginning of the child’s school life seems to be in 
the kindergarten. It has been found that children who have had 
this training at the beginning of their school lifé have usually made 
more rapid and satisfactory progress throughout the grades. It 
is the village or city child who most needs this training. With 
the country child the activities of farm life may take the place of 
the city kindergarten. 

In the sub-primary school at North Walpole, Miss Costello has 
introduced many kindergarten features with good results. If a 
room were fitted up and regular kindergarten training were given 
to all pupils before entering the first grade, time would be saved 
and the general efficrency of all the schools increased. 


DRAWING AND MUSIC. 


The results which have followed the instruction in drawing and 
music in our schools have justified its further continuance. 

Although the main emphasis must be placed on those subjects 
which are generally admitted to be fundamental, yet no system of 
education can be at all complete unless it attempts to train the eye, 
the hand, and the emotion as well as the intellect. Such training 
is attempted and to some degree realized in the study of nature, 
drawing, and music. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


No radical changes have been made in textbooks during the 
year. ‘The Mother Tongue language books have gradually replaced 
most of the grammars in use a few years ago. Some supplementary 
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books in history have been purchased but more are needed. ‘The 
new edition of Frye’s geographies or some other series should be 
furnished for the higher grades at North Walpole and the schools 
outside the villages. 

The Palmer system of business writing has been introduced in 
the schools at North Walpole. If it proves as successful as we 
hope, it may be best to use the same system throughout the town. 
The style of writing is not much diferent from that now in use,— 
the improvement consists in the methods used in teaching the sub- 
ject. 

Some spellers, elementary histories, and supplementary readers 
have been purchased but not as many as could be used to advantage. 

The town appropriation has not been sufficient to supply the 
needs of the schools. It should be not less than one dollar and 
fifty cents to the pupil. This would give more than nine hundred 
dollars according to the full enrollment. In most towns in our 
state where a high school is sustained, the cost is more per hs 
than the sum mentioned. 

No outlay for school purposes will produce larger results than 
what-is spent for necessary books and supples. They are the 
tools with which the pupils work and should be the best attainable. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The crowded condition of the Walpole village schools at the 
opening of the school year made it necessary to open another room. 
As no suitable place could be hired for the purpose, a small room 
was finished and fitted up over the Ist primary schoolroom. ‘This 
has supplied the need of more room for grade work so far. 

But the need of additional facilities for the high school is more 
apparent than ever, and constitutes the greatest hindrance to suc- 
cessful work. 

At present the lighting is defective, there is practically no ar- 
rangement for ventilation, and very little opportunity for laboratory 
work or storage of apparatus. But the most pressing need is of 
a suitable recitation room. At present only a small dressing-room 
is available, which has no provision for heat or ventilation, and can 
seat comfortably not more than six or eight pupils. 
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If the entering class next fall is as large as that of last year the 
membership of the school will be forty or more, and the year follow- 
ing the number is likely to increase. Under present conditions 
it would be practically impossible to provide for this number. 

Plans for some change or addition to the present building will 
probably be presented at the annual meeting. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Notwithstanding the limited room and some other adverse con- 
ditions with which the high school has to contend, it is apparently 
steadily gaining in character and influence. 

Principal Danforth and his assistants have quietly, yet force- 
fully, kept the school up to a commendable standard of scholarship 
and conduct. 

The school labors under the difficulties common to most small 
high schools, where it is required both to fit pupils for college and to 
furnish work adapted to the needs of those who intend to take only 
the high school course. 

Within a year the course of study has been revised and the work 
laid out in two full four-year courses. This revised course has 
received the state approval. 

In making this revision such studies were included as are re- 
quired for admission to the scientific course of most colleges. For 
the pupil who does not plan to enter college the course offers four 
sciences, civics, English composition and rhetoric, history and liter- 
ature, advanced mathematics and arithmetic reviewed, together 
with a year’s work in bookkeeping and business methods. Latin or 
French is also required if one completes the course. ‘This is prob- 
ably as satisfactory an arrangement as can be made with the means 
at our disposal if we wish to retain-the state approval. 

With enlarged facilities in buildings and equipment, a larger 
range of elective studies could be offered and more satisfactory and 
profitable work done, especially for those who complete their educa- 
tion in the high school. 

A copy of the course of study as revised, may be had by applica- 
tion to the principal. 
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CONVEYAN CE. 


Under the present conditions in Walpole, the argument in favor 
of consolidation of schools depends not so much on the diminished 
expense as on the greater advantage enjoyed by the pupils. It 
would cost but little, if any more, to maintain four or five outlying 
schools than it does to convey the pupils to a central school. 

If, however, one has visited and is familiar with conditions in 
the small schools of mixed grades and in the larger schools as well, 
no argument will be necessary to convince him of the superiority of 
the latter. 

That the principle of consolidation is sound appears from the 
fact that the movement is spreading so rapidly, not only in New 
England, but throughout the country at large. Statistics collected 
by the U. 8. commissioner of education show that better teachers, 
equipment, classification, attendance, conduct and progress have 
been the almost universal result of consolidation. 

In the matter of attendance alone there has been sufficient gain 
to offset any apparent disadvantages. Not only is the attendance’ 
more irregular in the small schools, but comparatively few continue 
beyond the seventh grade. In the larger schools, on the contrary, 
the majority complete the grade work and enter the high school. 

There is good reason to believe that the children in Division No. 
14 would make much more satisfactory progress if they could be con- 
veyed to the village schools. It is not likely, however, that the dis- 
trict will force consolidation so long as a majority of the parents 
oppose such action. 

In conclusion I would express in something besides a mere form 
of words my hearty appreciation of the courage and loyal support 
of the school board, the fidelity and professional spirit of the 
teachers, and the intelligent interest of that large body of our citi- 
zens who have the good of the schools really at heart.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the town school district of Walpole: 

The school board herewith respectfully submits its annual 
report. 

We commend to the careful notice of the citizens the report of 
our superintendent of schools. ‘This report contains the details of 
the year’s work and tells of the changes in the schools and speaks 
of the needs which progress requires. 

Again the school board wishes to endorse and commend the 
work of Mr. Richards. His zeal for the welfare of our public 
schools has continued to be careful and wise. Aided by an un- 
usually efficient corps of teachers he has successfully managed our 
schools and brought them to another year’s end with great credit. 
The citizen who is not in close touch with the school work can 
have no idea of how much the success of our schools is entirely due 
to the efficiency of our superintendent. 

We have only a few recommendations to make to the district. 
We desire a similar appropriation to that of last year for our gen- 
eral expenses. We especially desire an appropriation made in 
order that our high school building may be enlarged. The high 
school classes are very much cramped for room under present con- 
ditions and an additional grade room will certainly be needed in 
the near future. Above all we need improved and better sanitary 
accommodations. All this can be had by an outlay of from three 
to four thousand dollars, according to plans already presented to 
the town. This would be a permanent improvement and would 
increase the usefulness of our schools in a very great measure. 

Our financial report which follows -shows the receipts and 
expenditures of the year beginning and ending February 15. The 
balance shown this year is some four hundred dollars less than 
last year and practically means a deficiency of that amount. This 
balance is used to pay the school expenses up to the time when the 
new appropriation is available. This deficiency in the balance is 
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easily explained by the need for building a new room in the primary 
building in Div. 1. The over-crowding of the other room made 
this an immediate necessity. ‘The room cost over four hundred 
dollars. The cost of fuel and of transportation were likewise more 
than estimated. These were all extra expenses which could not be 
foreseen when the estimates presented at the last meeting were made 
up. 

One member of the school board, Mr. Charles J. O'Neil, re- 
signed from the board early in the year much to the regret of all 
who have appreciated his years of devoted interest in school affairs. - 
Mr. W. J. King, an old member of the board, was chosen to serve 
out the unexpired term. 

The school board heartily thanks the district for its cooperation 
and support and asks for the coming year the continued good will 
and the adequate financial backing which will enable our schools 
to well fill their important place in our civilized life.

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in said 
town, on. Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at 9 o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act on the following subjects: | 

Articie 1—To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 2—To choose selectmen, auditors, and all the other neces- 
sary officers for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3—T'o raise money for the support of schools for the en- 
suing year and to direct its apportionment. 

Art. 4—T'o raise money for the purchase of school books and 
school supplies for the ensuing year. 

Art. 5—To raise money for the support of the poor, town 
library, cemetery, to build and repair. highways and bridges, and 
for such other current and incidental expenses as may accrue. 

Art. 6—To ratify the vote of the last town meeting in regard 
to a drinking fountain to be presented by Charles P. Howland. 

Art. 7—To see if the town will vote to authorize and instruct 
the selectmen to issue and sell.bonds of the town for the purpose of 
raising money to pay for the town’s share of the expense in buying 
Tucker bridge and building the new bridge between North Wal- 
pole and Rockingham, Vermont, such bonds not to exceed the sum 
of forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000) in face amount, and the 
details of the issue of the same to be determined by such vote. 

Art. 8—To see if the town will vote to discontinue the high- 
way beginning at the east end of Tucker bridge and running north- 
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erly to the north side of Riley’s Crossing, the Sullivan County rail- 
road to pay the town five thousand dollars ($5,000) for such dis- 
continuance. 

Art. 9—To see if the town will vote to erect and maintain a 
watering trough at Cold River and provide means therefor. 

Art. 10—To see what action the town will take in relation to 
aid from other towns in the purchase and maintenance of Tucker 
bridge and choose necessary agents therefor. 

Art. 11—To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to close Tucker bridge to public travel. 

Arr. 12—To see if the town will vote to widen the River street 
underpass in North Walpole and provide means therefor. 

Art. 13—To see if the town will vote to provide ventilators 
and drainage for the underpass at School street in North Walpole 
and provide means therefor. 

Art. 14—To see if the town will vote to acquire by purchase or 
otherwise the land now used by the highway called Church street 
in North Walpole, and owned or claimed by the Sullivan County 
railroad, and provide means therefor. 

Art. 15—To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to lay out a highway from the Russell pass, so called, to the Charles- 
town line, or to take any action to have the highway over said route
